Here is what you do: 

1. Paint the box and the lid red for 
the barn, and let them dry on the 
Styrofoam tray.

1. Flatten one of the party hats, and 
cut it in half, top to bottom.

Cut a slit in the top of each side of

each sponge toward the front to hold the ears. 

















3. Stack the two sponges together. Thread one end 
of one of the pink pipe cleaners down through the 
slit on one side of both sponges then up through 
the slit on the other side of both sponges to 
secure the sponges together. 
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4. Shape the two pipe cleaner ends into triangle-shaped 
ears for the pig. 


5. Glue the two wiggle eyes to the top 
sponge in front of the ears. 

6. Glue the button to the front edge of 
the top sponge below the eyes. 

7 . Slide the clamp clothespin in between 
the two sponges so that the mouth of the 
pig opens when the clothespin is 
squeezed. Secure the clothespin 
with glue, if needed. 
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8 . Wrap a 6-inch (15-cm) piece of pink pipe 
cleaner around the top handle of the clamp 
clothespin at the back of the pig. Wrap the pipe 
cleaner tail around your finger to make a spiral. 

9. Cut two Vi-inch (1.3-cm) pieces of 
green pipe cleaner. Glue a piece of green pipe 
cleaner into each red pom-pom to make the 
pom-poms look like apples. 


To use the pig puppet, squeeze the clothespin, 

opening the pig’s mouth to grab a pom-pom apple. Oink, oink!

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Here is what you do: 

1. Paint one side of the three wooden ice-cream 
spoons brown, and let them dry on the Styrofoam tray. 

















2 . Glue the bowl end of two of the spoons together 
with the handles spread out slightly to form the legs 
of the horse. 

3. Glue the bowl end of the last spoon to 
the top of the legs at an angle, making sure 
the top is above the other two spoons. This 
will be the head of the horse. 

4. Cut two ears for the horse from the 
brown paper scrap. Glue the two ears to the 
top of the head. 

5. Cut a 3-inch (8-cm) piece of the brown 
eyelash yarn. Glue the yarn around the top 
of the left side of the head of the horse for 
the mane. 

6. Snip some threads from the eyelash yarn 
to glue between the ears for the forelock. 

7 . Glue the two wiggle eyes to the top part 
of the head. Glue the two seed beads to the 
bottom of the head for the nostrils. 

8 . Cut a 3-inch (8-cm) piece of brown eyelash 
yarn, and glue it to the upper left back of the 
horse for a tail. 

9. Press a piece of sticky-back magnet to 
the back of the horse. 
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Make a whole herd of horses in different colors. Neigh, neigh!
